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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the silicon based low 
refractive index layer of not less than 25 atomic % in conjunction with a thickness of the layer of not less than 300 angstroms provides 
unexpected results, increased conversion efficiency, as shown in figures 1, 5-6, table 1 and paragraphs 48-49. The Examiners have not 
found the statement of criticality sufficient. Table one does not show criticality for the claimed invention. Example 1 has a low refractive 
index layer of 600 angstroms and 48 atomic % oxygen and a silicon based interface layer with 1 1 .82% efficiency. Comparative Example 1 
does not have a low refractive index layer nor an interface layer and Comparative Example 2 lacks an interface layer with 1 1 .57% and 
1 1 .26% efficiency respectively. The increase in efficiency of Example 1 can not necessarily be attributed to a low refractive index layer of 
over 300 angstroms and 25 atomic % of any substituent. The argument of criticality does not address the entire scope of the claim. In 
addition, figure 1 merely shows oxygen (one particular substituent) atomic % as a function of refractive index. Applicant does not 
adequately explain how Figures 5 and 6 depict criticality at for example a refractive index of 2.5 and not 2.0. Similarly, Figure 6 shows that 
a thickness of 300 angstroms has an efficiency of around the same values provided for Comparative Example 2. Applicant has not 
provided sufficient evidence of unexpected results and criticality pertaining to the thickness and refractive index limitations as claimed.
